While crulsisig the city for SOmu oh-50- scarce 
jaci t 1 stumbled on him again, playirtg with his old 1 PLY.J.Q. 1 
guitarist Nelson Symonds and driKiner Norman Yilleneuve, Toget¬ 
her they where the "Nelson Symnnds Trio" , the house band at 
Guy Street's "La Boh£c.e". They played that gig for quite a 
while and established La Boh&ne as a centre far jazz in the 
city. Nelson was and is one of the fastest guitarists I have 
ewer seen, and his personal trademark fs hi S CUiet scat sing¬ 
ing along with the notes that he is playing, while Charlie 
and .Monrar, are proficient and Inventive ’tjs i ci A fiS themselves. 
Together they played very smooth traditional jazz and, if you 
were lucky, you COlild catch some really fine jaunting go log on 
{both with local Musicians and internationally known ones who 
happened to be in such as Nelson's friend Roland Kirk). 

But then Lj Boh&liO cut Its jazz format, and [ didn't hear of 
Charlie and Nelson for a long tire, how they've finally re¬ 
surfaced .
